The sentiment for the home rule of 


cities long advocated in Ohio, is now 
stronger than ever it was before. The 
conference of mayors and other city 
officials has- declared for it, and the re- 
quest for a constitutional provision for 
it in strong measure has gone to the 
constitutional convention now sitting. 


In cities the good and evil of life

Granville, O., Jan. 30.—Your re-

distribute to others its benefits. The
